D. Peck 
After long experimenting I at last 
itoncluded that I could not use this 
mill in that condition.

I use a wood saw, 24-inch size, 
and find that 2} horse power is 
ample to run it at full speod, and 1 
can easily cut all the wood that 1 
use on the farm. As yet I have not 
used my engine for other-than the 
above purposes, but know that, it 
will cut material for the silo, fill 
same, grind feed, run separator or 
work any other piece of machirftry. 
Were I to use it for a more extend- 
ed line of work I should purchase a 
larger size, but for all ordinary 
work the 2} horse power is large 
enough, besides being cheaper to 
buy and to run. Being; comparative 
ly Hight it can be mounted upon a 
truck and taken to any part of my 
own or neighboring farms, Being so 
simple no experi@nced man is needed 
to run it. 1 

As to expense, I. use one barrel of 
kerosene oil, costing about $4.50, in 
six weeks; but a goodly portion of 
this is used in the house, where we 
burn oll for lighting and have every 
night at least eight or ten lamps 
burning until 11 o’clock, and one 
always all night. I figure the total 
expense of running, the engine, includ 
ing alcohol. kerosene and lubricat- 
ing oil, at less than $1 per week. 

In the year and a half that I 
have had ghe engine my bills for re- 
pairs have amounted to $3. do 
not know of a cheaper or ore 
economical power that will so well 
do the work that may be required 
of it. 


THERE ARE MANY REASONS 


why I prefer a kerosene to a gaso- 
line engine + Thore is absolute safety 
in every Wway—nothing to store or 
keep on hand that will in any way 
increase the fire risk on any pro- 
perty. This is a very important 
consideration, especially in the 
country, where all possible pre- 
cautions should be taken against 
fire. My insurance premium has not 
been increased. 

Second: sitnplicity. No ignition 
spark is used: no battery to get 
out of order and need == repairs ; 
simply a lamp and alcohol; no 
gasoline to store—only kerosene, 
which can be purchased at any 
country store. Any gobd sized boy 
can run the engine. Mire is run by 
a young mon of twenty. There is 
nothing to get out of order: * have 
no bills for repairs except through 
carelessness in allowing water to 
freeze in cylinder, which could have 
been prevented had plain directions 
| been followed. 

‘third - Uniformity in speed. When 
once started engine will run at a 
steady speod until stopped or the 
coil gives out, which is far from be- 
ling the case with a gasoline engine. 
The kerosene oil dropping upon the 
hot ignition balls maintains the 
heat after the alcoho! lamp is re- 
moved.

SETTLED THINGS UNSETTLED 


| Farmers and wittera on “farming 
treat some points as ‘‘settled one 
for all.“ until somebody comes along 
and says these points are not set- 
tod. and shows by experiments that 
they are not settled. - 

Take barnyard manure. Ih 9 
of 100 cases in which that for 
fertilizer is used, 96 out of 
100 farmers will say that it is bet- 
ter than any other single fertilizer, 
and that it should be well rotted bo- 
fore using. This settled“ point has 
ruled in agriculture as long as that 
form of fertilizer has been known. 

Now come the iconoclasts, the up- 
setters and the unsettlers of settled 
things. They point out, and they 
prove, that barnyard manure 13 
really not a good all-round manure, 
and that it answers te neods of 
only a comparatively small number 
of plants perfectly, needing ad- 
ditions of one or another element to 
enable it to benefit the majority of 
crops. . 

Nor do the upsetters and unsct- 
tlers stop here. They say that, oven 
with the crops for which barnyard 
manure is surely the best fertilizer, 
it is not thoroughly rotted manure 
that gives the best results, but the 
fresh manure from tho stable.

KEEPING SHREDDED FODDER 


Shredded’ fodder can be placed, in 
the mow an indefinite length of time 
if properly dried before storing in 
barn or under a shed. I have used 
shredded fodder. for years with al- 
most no loss Whatever, says Mr. C. 
S. Plumb. Several years ago, when 
shredding was newein West, many 
people placed it in the’ barn when 
too wet or moist, and it molded 
and made unsatisfactory feed, When 
cured in the shock in proper condi- 
tion with no rain water attached, or 
snow, it will keep with no troublo 
without the aid of salt or anything 
else. I recommend that the corn 
shredded when not too dry and br 
tle, however, otherwise thero will be 
some loss of leaf in handling tho 
shocks up to the machine. Of course 
corn right from the stalkficlds not 
shocked can be shredded also, but 
shocked corn is hest in quality. 
Shredders are mace that have no 
huskers attached, while others con- 
tain huskers. Either will be found 
quite satisfactory. After ‘ne has 
used shredded fodder and given it a 
fair trial he will not be likely to 
foe whole stalks again.

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CHRISTMAS CELEBRATION AMONG 
THE FRENCH CANADIANS. 


Where the Day In More of « Holy Day 
Than a Holiday and Where Gifts to the 
Little Folk Are Not Credited to Santa 
Clana. 


Jean Baptiste Leblanc of lower Cana- 
da has this advantage over his cousins 
in the rest of the Dominion, that his 
Christmas celebrations are not confined 
to one day, but are divided between 
that great holid@ and New Year's 
Then again he has the further advan- 
tage of an early start, for while the Eng 
lish folk are still ‘sleeping snugly in 
their warm beds he is ont attending 
mass at church or cathedral Indeed it 
may be said with truth that Christmas 
among the French Canadians is more of 
a holy day than a holiday, as it consti- 
tutes one of the four great church festi- 
vals of the year 

The celebration of the day begins at 
midnight on Christmas eve, when, sum 
moned by the chimes of the bella, all 
good Catholics who can manage it 
crowd to the exered edifices, which are 
appropriately adorned for the occasion, 
and there take part in an elaborate serv- 
ice lasting nearly two hours. The splen- 
dor of this service, of course, varies ac. 
cording to the equipment and facilities 
of the establishment. being compara- 
tively simple in the remote country 
churches, while in the large edifices it 
becomes a superb religious function. 

The midnight mass in Notre Dame 
church or St. James’ cathedral, Mont- 
real, celebrated as it is before congre- 
gations of many thousand people, is 
perhaps the most imposing and awe in- 
spiring religious ritual to be witnessed 
upon this continent. The musical fea- 
tures of these services always receive 
careful attention, with the result that 
tho whole proceeding is made #0 inter- 
esting as to attract large numbers of 
Protestants who are willing to forego 
the comforts of sleep in order that they

may be spectators of the proceedings 
To what extent this is the case may be 
judged from the fact that for the mid- 
night mass in the Jesuits’ church of 
Montreal, where the music is always 
of an exceptionally high order. Those 
not having the right to a seat in the 
church may obtain one by payment of a 
fec, and theso-seats may be reserved in 
advance, just as they may be for the 
theater or the opera 

Nor is this the only important re- 
ligious function of the day. In man; 
places there is also an evening service, 
where again the proceedings are very 
elaborate and ornate and the music very 
beautiful Sinco the advent of electrici 
ty and its wonderful adaptation to pur 
poses of ornament there bas been added 
to this vesper servico in Notre Dame 
church a novel and striking feature in 
the en illumination of the great 
altar” Just when darkness bas enshroud- 
ed the vast edifice by means of innumer- 
ablo electric bulbs canningly concealed 
in the intricate and florid carvings the 
whole altar front is inetantaneously il- 
luminated, producing an effect which 
cannot be adequately described in words.

Not many, however, aro so devout aa 
all this, and the majority of the men 
go in for a good time. according to their 
taste, whether it be to gather at the 
tavern and play cards and checkers, or 
to regale one another with well worn 
stories garnished with tobacco and eau 
de vie, or to engage in horse racing, 
shooting matches and similar sports 

Aa 1 have already stated, Jean Bap- 
tiste divides his Christmas. By this 1 
mean that two important features of 
the festival as celebrated by English 
people on the 25th day of December are 
reeerved by the French for the Ist day 
of January—namely, the giving of pres- 
ents and indulgence in especially good 
fare. . 

With regard to the giving of pres 
ents, in which the French take just as 
much delight as the English, itis in- 
teresting to note that these etrennes, as 
they are called, aro by the little folk 
credited not to Banta Claus, bat to le 
petit Jesn and are perhaps all the more 
enjoyed on that account. 

Aato the culinary characteristics of 
the day, my readers may perhaps be in- 
terested in a list of dishes, some or all 
of which may be found upon every 
French Canadian dinner table on this 
occasion. They are: Pain dore (toast 
with egg), pate aux patates (potato 
pie), poulet eauce blanche (chicken with 
white sauce), tourtieres (meat pie), 
graisse de roti (fresh pork greasd), co- 
chon au lait (sucking pig), paleron 
(roast of fresh pork—shoulder) and tarte 
aux snelles (pie made of haws).

Five 
lyears ago, When arrested for arson 
pted murder, he, while be- 
ling removed on a side car from oog 
ert to Castlebar, stunned one of his 
escort with a blow on the head from 
‘his manacled hands, and took to the 
woods. He remained at large for 
‘six months, during which time a 
force of 250. police were continually 
heating the country for him. When 
at last recaptured he exclaimed - 
Shall give you the slip vet.“ and 
Ii HAS KEPT HIS WORD. 


The exploits of Soar and King, 
‘again, who last year escaped from 
‘Borstal convict prison, will doubtless 
‘be fresh in the minds of most read- 
ers of this article. Hundreds 
police were on their track within a 
‘few hours, but they cluded capture, 
‘although reports of their where- 
abouts. quickly began to come in 
from practically all over Kent.

A CHRISTMAS HOMILY. 


The Social and Secular Significance of 
the Day. 

The establishment of the Christmas fes 
tival, now the most joyous of the yearly 
holidays throughout the civilized world. 
ia the most rocent in date of the great 
church days Its social and secular sig- 
nifi¢ance. of course, followed ite religious 
adeption Yet, curiously enough, it de- 
rived its rites of merry making not from 
Christianity so much as from the customs 
of the heathen world The rulers of the 
early church, from Constantine down, 
were shrewd politicians They knew how 
important it was to Include as many as 
possible of the old pagan usages and be- 
lots to which the people of the Roman 
omplire had been attached in the observ- 
ances of the now faith 

Just why Dec 25 was selected as the 
natal day of thé Saviour of the world no- 
body has ever been able to tell Certainly 
there is no historic reason nor the slightest 
authentic clew, and it is well known that 
December is the rainy season in Juden 
whon neither shepherds nor flocks brave 
the open sky it is more than probable 
that the celebration of Christ's birth. 
which up to the fifth century had not been 
observed at all, got them to be recognized 
as not less worthy of holiday consecration 
than Easter and Whitsunday It was a 
happy thought to make this as nearly 
identical as might be with the old Roman 
eaturnalia. which still survived in some of 
ita forms. and with the annual feast of 
Thor observed among all the Teutonic 
racca, even those which had accepted the 
white Christ It was the more apposite 
too, asthe Roman festival and the Ten 
toni¢ alike bad symbolic reference to the 
great natural fact that the sun at or about 
that date rises out of the docadence of his 
power to augmenting heat and splendor 
This waa ensily applicable to the first ap-

the Worid among men 

So we ace imported Into the observance 
of the Christian holiday from the first on 
ita social side the time honored heathen 
usnges and ceremonies The universal

should have specially been finally transfer 
red to St Nicholas out of all the Christian 
canon roll. aniess from the fact that this 
fine old saint was the special patron of 
chikiren and schoolbora it is not easy to 
divine These things go to show what a 
curiously tangled composite our Christmas 
is and bow lustily it has trown out of dl. 
verse elements till it has become the most 
significant and hallowed of holiday sea- 
sons, marking really an epoch of the year 

Among the causes which have enshrined 
this day so deeply in the heart of the world 
the fact that it la pecullarly children’s day 
is probably the most fetching in ita magic 
The young people everywhere among 
Christian peoples constitute the factor 
which dominates the social observance of 
the season Rich wassall at the dinner 
bourd, seraphic music and pomp of church 
service, even the giving of rich gifts 
amonu the elders, wore those all, would 
leave Christmas but little different from 
other holidays, notably so in tho\ cave of 
Easter, when present giving among the 
rich has become socommon The Bambino: 
or infant Christ, aa tho idol of the occasion. 
would then have but littl significance, 
but when the juvenile world deolares that 
it rules the jubilee the keynote is struck 
which sends ite thrilling muste ringing 
throughout humanity. How Charles Diek 
ens the prose poot of Yuletide in fiction, 
has spun this pronant fact into exquisite 
episades is probably the highest measure 
of his success in imaginative work. Tho 
images bo has created will live forever. in 
the Christmas procession far more than 
puppets to the warm hearts of conntless 
rendera And it is not among the children 
of the rich that Christmas most diffuses 
ita felicity in real life any more than 
among the offspring of the great Christmas 
romancer 

It is among the poor and the lower mid 
dle classes that Christmas joy reigns with 
most potency The trifle spent to secure a 
Christmas tree with its burden of cheap 
toys and sweets in the tenement house rep- 
resenta Vastly more than the correspond: 
ing splendid show among the affluent 
The story of the little cripple, “Tiny 
Tim, sets Ats canticle to moro resound. 
int strains of harp and cymbal than can 
ever attend the festival music of a palace 
The true Chrissom child“ Was found in 
the humble manger 

The fooling that Christmas day is pecul- 
jarly consecrated to the poor as well as to 
the children bas always been quite char 
acteristic of the usages of the day The 
lowest classes in medieval times were 
mme to share fully with their superiors in 
feasting and merrymaking At tho pres 
ent period we see an over Increasing bene 
faction in the way of helping tho poor to 
enjoy Christmas more gencrously—the 
turkey or goose for the home table, toys 
and clothing for the younxstera, and public 
dinners, often supplemented by substan 
tial presents for the homeless wails On 
this special occasion such philanthropy 
shows. its most sweeping and liberal form, 
andthe human heart is softened to the 
thought that in spite of earthly distine 
tions all men are equal before him whose 
natal day as man is thus observed. The 
democratic influence of Christmas thus 
stands out a great social factor 

When classes are driven by so many oth- 
er intluencos to become hostile, u laa preg 
nant thought that more and more should 
be done to intensify the spirit and tenden 
clea of the Christmas soason as an object 
lesson in kindly sympathy between rich 
and poor What wealth docs for poverty 
is sounetimes turned from blessing to bane 
by a haughty and patronizing air in the 
«iver Tho Christmas spirit is that of the 
fortunate man, who cordially helps his 
unlucky brother. the spirit of the good 
Samaritan The habitual exercise of this 
fecling on one day when all tradition and 
religious sentiment turn toward it helps 
to extend it to other days, and that ts the 
true function of Christ s natal festivity.

An examination of their effects was 
made, but no trace of the germ was 
discovered until thorough tests had 
been made of some of the Japanese 
food found in the house. Those 


foods under the microscope showed a 


trace of the plague germs, and fur- 
ther examinations made of the Ori- 
ental stufls showed that the diag- 
nosis Was correct. It was learned 
also that the foodstufls had been 
imported at San Francisco, and 
shipped to Honolulu.
